OW does flax stack up as 
crop for Nebraska? It’s gen­ 
erally known that flax is not sus­ 
ceptible to chinch bug damage, 
which is quite an advantage in 
the eyes of farmers in areas that 
have been hit hard by the bugs 
during the last few years. 
Also, 
high prices for flax seed also have 
roused greater Interest in the crop. 
However, farmers in general want 
to know a little more about flax 
before making the investment in 
land, seed, labor, and other essen­ 
tials. 
Normally the growing of flax Is 
confined largely to northern states 
where temperatures are not as 
high as they are in Nebraska, says 
D, L. Gross, extension agronomist 
at the Nebraska college of agricul­ 
ture. 
Ninety-five per cent of the flax 
crop in the United States is grown 
in the four states of North and 
South Dakota, Montana, and Min­ 
nesota. 
In Nebraska, over a per­ 
iod of 20 years, acreage has varied 
from 300 to 21,000 and over half 
of this has been in Sheridan and 
Dawes counties. Over 90 per cent 
of Nebraska’s flax acres has been 
in western panhandle counties. 
Yields of flax in eastern Ne­ 
braska have been very low in re­ 
cent years due to drouth and hot 
weather. At the Nebraska exper­ 
iment station the yield has been 
less than five bushels. 
Under 
normal rainfall and temperature 
conditions more satisfactory yields 
can be expected. 
The price of 
flax over a long period of years 
has averaged about twice that of 
wheat. 
At the present time the 
farm price of flax is about $1.75 
per bushel of 56 pounds.

Da ngerous Ga dget 
The ma chine in question, a c­ 
cording 
to 
the 
Journa l 
of 
the 
America n Medica l Associa tion, has 
been fixed so tha t it will not give 
a blood pressure higher tha n 200 
in order not to frighten a nyone 
(in other words so you won’t get 
a n even brea k), so you don’t even 
get a s much truth with one of 
these ma chines a s medica l science 
could tell you. 
There is no limit to the da ngers 
which a re inherent in this kind of 
ga dget. Suppose tha t just the min­ 
ute you got your a rm in the stra p 
a ga l ca me a long “ and your hea rt 
stood still.” Your rea ding would 
be triple zero. You would be so 
worried a bout the report of Dr. 
Ma chine tha t you proba bly would 
miss a good opportunity and so 
would the girl. It might ruin two 
lives completely and forever. It 
isn’t Impossible, becau.se there is 
nothing tha t a ffects the pulse ra te 


a nd blood pressure more quickly 
tha n emotion.

Matter Of Secrecy 


Highly e.ssentlal to the suc.*ess 
of the new plan which republica n 
lea ders devised wa s secrecy. 
It 
ca lled for the dra fting of â sta te 
constitution, without popular dis­ 
cussion, or public knov ledge, by 
those who were in on it. 
Then 
the constitution woulà be rea dy 
when 
needed. 
The 
territoria l 
press 
in 
1866 decla red tha t in 
pursua nce of the pla n, three or 
four men locked themselves in 
their 
room, 
rolled 
up 
their 
sleeves, a nd went to work. 
But 
the secret leaked out. 
It beca me

of 
public 
knowledge 
when Ja mes M. Woolworth, then 
a prominent democra tic lea der in 
the territory, issued a pa mphlet, 
subsequently 
distributed 
in 
the 
form of an "a ddress” to the peo­ 
ple, and signed by 21 members of 
territoria l legisla ture denouncing 
the a ction of prepa ring a sta te 
constitution. 


Charged Breach Of Trust 


Woolworth pulled no punches. 
“ Had it been supposed possible 
tha t 
the 
territoria l 
legisla ture 
would dra ft a constitution,” he 
wrote, “ ma ny men who succeed­ 
ed in obta ining a n election to it 
would ha ve fa iled to receive so 
much a s a nomina tion . . . Not 
one of 
them 
could 
ha ve 
been 
elected if they ha d been known 
to fa vor sta te orga niza tion. 
But 
a fter the election the plan w’as 
developed. 
It wa s proposed now, 
for the first time, tha t the legis­ 
la ture should resolve itself into a 
convention, 
dra ft a 
constitution 
and orga nize a sta te government. 
Conscious tha t such a ction wa s a n 
exercise of powers 
confided to 


was pro.se4uted with grea t energ>. 
Nea rly ev^ry citizen in the terri­ 
tory wa s solicited to sign one of 
these petitions.

How Deep Seated I 


All of this seems so a bsurd and 
foolish now. 
Sta tehood wa s on it.s 
wa y. 
The plains were filling up. 
Homes were springing up in re­ 
gions fa r beyond the fringes of 
the ea rly settlements, and new 
counties were in the ma king. 
It 
wa s inevita ble tha t within a com­ 
pa ra tively short time the skeleton 
fra mework for the government ofi 
the territory, without the benefits 
of representa tion in congress as a 
sta te, would fa il to meet the de­ 
ma nds of the people of the ter­ 
ritory.

Engendered Bitterness 


But the fa ct there wa s a con­ 
stitution, tha t sta tehood w*as on 
its wa y, and tha t within a few 
short months Nebra ska wa s to en- 
er the union of sta tes, did not in 
a ny wa y diminish the bitterness. 
Woolworth ma de one more his­ 
toric a ppea l: “ We ha ve. In all 
ca ndor, ca lmness a nd honesty de­ 
ta iled to you the history of the 
la st scheme to force a sta te gov­ 
ernment upon you, a ga inst your 
will. 
We ha ve shown you how 
men who did not respect your 
views, succeeded in stea ling their 
wa y into your legisla ture. 
We 
ha ve shown you how others were 
perverted to aid a mea sure which 
neither they nor their constituents 
a pproved; 
how 
the 
constitution 
was passed by the legisla ture, not 
a s reflecting the wisdom of tha t 
body, but a s furthering the de­ 
signs of selfish men; how it was 
represented to ha ve received the 
a pprova l of, when in fa ct It was 
rejected by the people. 
We have 
shown tha t the men who did these 
things 
were 
not 
content 
with 
them, but pursued their gain to 
the end and 
certified 
into tiie 
legisla ture men who were never 
elected. 
In the ha nds of such 
men nothing Is sa fe; popula r elec­ 
tions a re futile; popula r ma jori­ 
ties nonentities; 
their own un­ 
bridled will is a ll in a ll.”

The production 
of American shipyards in 19 41, 
which was estimated as roughly 
equal to that of British yards, 
might or might not make up for

And in 
one month of the spring, April, 
the sinkings had nearly reached 
60U,000 tons, or a yearly rate « f 
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seemed to indicate clearly that 
Great Britain would be conquered 
by attrition in a year.

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On November 12 Mr. 
Churchill 
made a speech in which he re­ 
ported ‘.hat the sinkings of the 
four months ending with October 
were about one-third of the sink­ 
ings in the four months ending in 
June. And on December 3 Mr. 
Frtnk Knox, our secretary of the 
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navy, called reporters’ attention to 
the fact that no sinkings at all of 
British or American ships had 
been reported in November. 
This news is so much at vari­ 
ance with Mr. Churchill’s speech 
on the rate of sinkings through 
October that one can scarcely be­ 
lieve in so great a victory over 
the submarines in only one month. 
But in any case, if one depended 
or. Mr. Churchill’s figures, the 
estimated building of British and 
American shipyards was greater 
than the sinking rate, perhaps as 
much as fifty per cent. 
This was true in spite of the at­ 
tacks of as many submarines and 
planes as had operated in the 
spring. Mr. Churchill was explicit 
on this last pioint. And Admiral 
Land of the U. S. maritime com­ 
mission announced early in Sep­ 
tember that the commission ex­ 
pects to deliver a million tons of 
shipping in the first three months 
of 19 42, to deliver two million tons 
m the last three months of 19 42, 
and to deliver six million tons in 
all 19 42. This total figure equals 
the highest rate of sinkings which 
the Germans were ever able to 
reach for three continuous months 
and the estimated British rate of 
building of about five million tons 
must be added to these figures 
nearly doubling them. 
The entry of Japan into the war 
diminishes

escort of Atlantic convoys, and 
creates a need for American mer­ 
chant shipping and naval escorts 
in the Pacific. But the great dis­ 
tances of the Pacific and the need 
of the Japanese to protect long 
lines of supply to their own armies 
will prevent them from detaching 
enough surface raiders and sub­ 
marines to de.stroy entirely the 
present Anglo-American advance 
in shipping.

Ru mors Of An Impend ing 
Germ an Rev olu tion 
Spread ing 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE. 
The greatest stroke of good 
fortu ne that cou ld come to the 
allies wou ld be a rev olt in Ger­ 
many and the consequ ent collapse 
of Herr Hitler. 
That perhaps accou nts for the 
av id ity with which a lot of folk 
are seizing on reports of d isaffec­ 
tion in the 
Hitlerian ranks and 
try ing to squ eeze ov er-mu ch ju ice 
ou t of this tu rnip. The tend ency 
to wishfu l thinking probably has 
been increased by the seriou sness 
of the allied position in these 
opening d ay s of the battle of the 
Pacific—the effort being to offset 
the u ncomfortable facts that for 
the moment we apparently mu st 
take it in the neck from the Japs. 
Becau se of the d anger that allied 
peoples may get a d istorted v iew 
of the military position, and be­ 
come too confid ent, a spokesman 
for the British foreign office has 
warned that reports of impend ing 
rev olt 
in 
Germany shou ld 
be 
treated with ex treme reserv e. 
Growing Discontent. 
The reports 
in qu estion cov er 
two points. 
One is that there is 
d isaffection among Hitler's army 
officers and men. 
His recent 
shelv ing of sev eral of his high 
command is cited in su bstantia­ 
tion. 
The other is that there is 
growing 
d iscontent among 
the 
German people becau se of priv a­ 
tions and military rev erses. Lon­ 
d on newspapers hav e pu blished a 
statement that the nazi gov ern­ 
ment has set u p machine-gu n 
posts throu ghou t Berlin and other 
key cities u s a precau tion against 
any po.ssible attempt by the army 
to ov erthrow the regime. 
Of cou rse, the allies hav e been 
working ov ertime ev er since the 
war started 
to 
bring 
abou t a 
rev olu tion in Germany . That has 
been one of their card inal points 
of strategy . They hav en’t forgot­ 
ten that the German army and 
people cracked in 1918. Howev er, 
the allied command nev er for a 
moment has lost sight of the fact 
that there mu st be a combination 
of military and economic pressu re 
to achiev e v ictory . 
Hitler’s regime is as d elicately 
balanced as an egg on the end 
of a pencil. 
It* strength lies not 
in the nazi d octrines bu t in the 
lead ership of ju st one man—d er 
fu ehrer. 
Remarkable Hold . 
Hltlar’i hold on hta peopla haa been, 
» nd may well atlll ba, one of the moat re­ 
markable phenomena of our time. 
Even 
thoae who have condemned many of hla 
pollciea. iuch at hi« peraecutlon of the 
churchea and the J ew# . atUl have held 
th at he haa done treat things for the 
fatherland. 
I ancountered that attitude 
throughout Germany myaelf. 
Some of hla 
more fanatical followera regard him aa 
» M eaalah-literally ao. 
Howaver, German» aa a whole have been 
following not ideals or political doctrine» 
but their faith In the capabllUle* of an 
Individual to achieve what he set out to 
00. 
Undoubtedly aome of thia haa been 
J uat faith in Hitler » uncanny good luck, 
which baa accompanied hia unquestionable 
aklll. 
Thus we have a situation In which the 
people Of the retch will have loat every­ 
thin* If they loat their faith In this one 
man. 
Hi# loaa of faith would mean the 
downfall of Hitler and consequently the 
collapse of the house that Adolf bulU. 
Ooering end the rest of hla key-workera 
are but shadows which must disappear 
when the sun goes down. 
The German public probably ti J ust be­ 
ginning to learn the truth about the nail 
reverses In Russia and the very terrible 
loss of life. If and when they have enough 
facts in hand to recognise the full signift- 
canee of the Russian campaign, they will 
resHae that the omnipotent Hitler at last 
has led them Into a morass of disaster. 
They 
cannot 
help 
realtaln* 
that 
their 
fuehrer and bis grandiose scheme are on 
the down grade. 
Cou pled with this are the 
d isease and hu nger and other 
trials which are sweeping a 
tormented Eu rope, and which 
inev itably will engu lf Germany . 
A people which is hu ngry and 
cru shed by war will fight on if 
it has a great spiritu al cau se for 
which to battle. Bu t those who 
are hu ngry and d esperate won’t 
fight if they lack a great cau se. 
It wou ld be a mistake to as­ 
su me that Hitter has lost his 
grip, bu t it isn’t going too far 
to say that he is in a precariou s 
position.
